Russia V/ill Fight China, Call 
For U. S. Aid, Considine Says

• RUSSIA WILL NCfT wage war 
against the United States, but in 
a -few years she will probably 
cdftie calling us to save her from 
China, Bob ' Considine told an 
Alumni banquet audience last Fri- 
day. 

The nationally famous colum- 
nist, ex-tennis player and Univer- 
sity alumnus said that the great- 
est preventive for not going to 
war is primarily that man in his 
infinite ignorance has developed 
a weapon— the hydrogen bomb— 
so awesome in its power that not 
even an insane man would even 
consider using it. 

Mr. Considine referred to state- 
ments made by Germany’s Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenaeur and for- 
mer British Prime M i it i s t e r 
Winston Churchill to conflrtn his 
remark regarding China. Both 
men, he said, have made similar 
statements. 

The hydrogen bomb makes the 
consequences of a third world 
war highly Improbable, he said, 
because of the carnage it could 
loose on both the United States 
and Russia* r ' 


The United States most cer- 
tainly will not throw the first 
punch to start a third world war, 
Mr. Considine said, and it seems 
equally improbable that the Rus- 
sians will either. It stands to 
reason, he said, because of the 
tremendous building that they are 
doing there. 

Calling on his observations 
made during his recent tour of 
Russia with Vice President Nixon, 
Mr. Considine said that the Rus- 
sians are building too much above 
the surface (hat they couldn't 
possibly want {o have destroyed. 
They’re building the biggest hous- 
ing project in the world in Mos- 
cow, he said, as well as the big- 9 
gest power dam, the largest Uni- 
versities, the largest atomic en- 
ergy power plant and the largest 
cyclatron. 

They aren’t going to waste it 
on war, he said. If they were 
planning for war they wouldn't 
build it at all, or even if they did 
contemplate war and still wanted 
Uf build these things, they 
wouldn't put them on the surface. 

This is especially true, he said, 
because the Russians have a fear 


of our Strategic Air Command. If 
they weren’t fearful of this force, 
he said, Khrushchev woflldn't 
have made such a point of its 
existence and its constant exer- 
cises which put it consistently 
within range of the Soviet heart 
land. 

Mr. Considine recognized that 
Khrushchev said the Russians 
could retaliate if SAC ever struck 
and destroyed the U. S. 

Russia is at war with us now, 
Considine admitted, but not an 
arms war. He said that Khrush- 
chev is content with telling the 
U. S. that she has lost the arms 
race. 

The real war, he said* is what 
Khrushchev recognizes as basic 
and that is his interest to have 
Russia, one day, bury the U. S. 
in her role as the leader in world 
trade. 

Mr. Considine said, "Khrush- 
chev looks you right in the eye 
and says that Communism will 
triumph." and that is frightening. 

He said that Khrushchev is a 
great politician and "he wants to 
keep us off balance. I think he 
showed that When he was here.

This “international" aspect 
ot Dotty William’s colorful twenty 
years are due to her father'* duty 
with the United States Marine 
Corps. Col. and Mrs T. E. Wil- 
liams are now temporarily domi- 
ciled in Norfolk, .Va. Her brother, 
Tom, attends the United States 
Naval Academy. 

Dotty has moved from pillar to 
post, spending time in China, Ja- 
pan, England, Italy, Germany, and 
in California, Colorado, and Vir- 
ginia. Her time in China was In 
1948 during the Chinese Commu- 
nist’s revolt. 

Her father took her to see Bell 
Temple, a famous Chinese shrine. 
The temple was located In the 
middle of a Nationalist Chinese 
prison camp for Communists. 
Dotty didn't know It at the time 
and was surprised to find herself 
surrounded by thousands of Chi- 
nese Communists. 

Her narrow escape from the 
Chinese Communists came during 
Thanksgiving of 1948 at the fall 
of Chang Kal-Chek's government 
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in China. She and her family were 
able to board the last Marine 
plane out of Peiping before that 
city’s airport was captured by the 
Communists. The plane took the 
Williams family to Tslng-Tao, a 
Chinese port where they set sail 
on an evacuation ship for the 
United States via Japan. 

While in China she was nearly 
"Shanghaied” in the city by the 
same name in the midst of a trop- 
ical storm. The incident with Mt. 
Vesuvius happened on a sight- 
seeing tour of the Pompeii erup- 
tion in Italy. Only days later, the 
whole site collapsed. 

She wears a ring on the third 
finger of her right hand, remind- 
ing her of a speech she gave in 
high school on the subject of in- 
tegration. She wa* the oratory 
champion of Hoover High School 
in San Diego. Dotty and her de- 
bate partner placed fifth in a con- 
test among colleges of the eleven 
western states while Dotty at- 
tended Occidental College. ”1 had 
to give up debating, however, be- 
cause I was becoming too much of 
a shrew,” laughed Dotty.
